Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.

Application  lias  been  made  by  the  Edmonton, 
Dunvegan,  and  British  Columbia  Railway  Company 
to  acquire  certain  lands  in  the  North-west  Quarter 
of  Section  29,  Township  78.  Range  23,  west  of  the 
5th  meridian,  in  connection  with  the  Company's 
railway,  as  follows:  10.G4  notes  for  right-of-way; 
10.64  acres  for  extra  land  ;  2.33  acres  for  wye. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Railway  Act,”  a 
railway  company  may  acquire  of  lands  vested  in 
1 1  is  Majesty  as  much  of  such  lands  as  is  necessary

And  to  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  290  of  the  “  Water  Act,”  being 
chapter  271  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1924.”  and  amendments  thereto,  the 
whole  of  the  unrecorded  waters  of  said  Whatshan 
River  and  Whatshan  Lake,  in  the  Nelson  Water 
District,  be  reserved  from  being  taken  or  used  or 
acquired  under  this  Act.
